The geological conclusions of Sir
Charles Lyell in the nineteenth century
wers condemned by the church, as were
the astronomical theories of Galileo in
the seventeenth. Franklin's discovery
of the identity of lightning and eleo- .
tricity was ridicnled by the English soj- |
entists of that day. Stephenson was |
laughed at when he asserted that his
locomotive could draw a train at the
rate of 20 miles an hour. We all know
now that Galileo and Lyell, Franklin |
and Stephenson were right, aud the rest |
of the world was wrong, But we go on
Just the same condemning or refusing a
bearing to the Lyells and Galileos, the
Lovejoys and Garrisons of today, Like
all our forefathers, we are sure that our
croods and theories represent the abso-
lute and entire truth,

As Bagehot soys, “There is no pain
80 great as the pain of a new idea,™
and therefore the world shrinks from a |
new ides as a child shrinks from the
surgeon's knife. Every proposal to
change the established order is now, as
berytofore, condemned, often withont a
bearing, as fatal to the family, destruc-
tive of religion or subversive of socioty.
We now accept the doctrine that all
wen, of whatever color, are born free
aud endowed with certain inalienable
rights us expressed in our Declarstion
of Independence. But for the most part |
we are satisfied with the mere declara-
tion thut all men are equally entitled to
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi-
pess aud are impatient of any inguiry
as to whether our present politieal and
socinl orgpnization really secures this
right equally to all men. In this country
we have not since the Revolution doubt-
-ed the truth of Jefferson's dictum that
‘‘a governmwent derives its just powers
from the consent of the governed,'' but
in 1882 a proposal to grant to English-
men their plain politicsl rights was re-
guarded by the conservatives as threaten-

A number of local anglers, of Allen-
town will have a law introduced at the
next sgession of the Legislature to
change the trout season, which now
extends from April 15to July 15. It
is proposed to make the seazon from
May 1st,, to Auvgust 1st.
